I pray God for- 
give him that has rais'd this unaccountable Ferment, and that he may not 
meet with the juſt Reward of tis Impiety ; which as a Chriſtian and a Cler- 1 
gy man he ought to have had an Abhorrence of. For my part, the Remem- 
brance of it, as far as it relates ro my ſelf is paſt'a from me; and ſince they 
have dowd with that, which excited the Publick Curioſity and Horror, to the 
Ground, I have nothing more to ſay about it: but to make it my endeavour 
to undeceive ſuch as may think De. Waltos and tne Pariſhioners injur'd, by 
the Execution of the Sentence lately paſs'd in the Biſbop's Coart, by ſuch Ex- 
ttadts as I have made from receiv'd, Authority, in Jultitication of the Proceed- 
ings thereupon. Ia order to this I ſh all give the Reader to underſtand, 
Fieſt, That the Cbare hof England abſolu tel Condemns all Images of the Tri- 
' nity, (See the Statute of the 34 aud 4th Edw. 6, c. 10) or any Perſon in it, 
Father, Son, er Holy Go; as aoſolutely unlawful, and exprefly condemn'd in 
Scripture. Such Images are not tobe Tolerated, neither in nor out of Churches. 
Secondly. No Images ef owr Bleſſed Satvionr, or of any Saint, or Martyrs, are 
(in the Juag ment vf our Church) to be tolerated in our Temples, or any Place of 
God's Publick Wor fbip. Sce the 34 Part of the Homily againſi Idulatry, 
This I conceive is the approv'd Doctt ine of the Church of England; and 
and that it may more plainly and diſtiactly appear to be fo, [ ſhall again cite 
the Judgment of the Chureh, and her Reaſons for it, in her own expreſs 
Words. Among other Things, too long to be tranfcrib'd, ſhe plainly tells, 
(Howl. 4. page 7) 1. That it is an «ngodly Thing to ſet up. Images or Idol, 
(Which, in her Opinion ſignific the ſame thing) is our Churches; becauſe it 
may give 4 great occafion of Worſbipping ihm. 2 That Images in Churches paint» 
ea on Cloaths or Walls are unlawful and contrary to Chriſtian Religion. 3. That 
ſetting ap Images in Churches, is to the great and ungvoidable Danger of Idolatry, 
and that the Law of God is aganſt iu. 4. That ſetting up the Image cf God, of our 
bleſſea Saviour, or any of the Saints, is againſt God's Laws. F. It is not poſſi- 
ble, if Images be in Churches, to avoid Idalatry. 6. Images of God, our bleſſed 
Cavipur, and the holieft Saints, are of all orbers the mof Daugeroa' to be in our 
Churches. 8. That Images in Charches, in the Judgment of the Prophet and A. 
poſlie, are only Teachers of bes. 9. God's herrible P'rath cannot be avoided 
without the utter a boliſbing of Images in Churches. 7 
his is evidently the expreſs Defirine of our Homilies, which abſolutely 
condemns not only rhe Worſbipping, but having Images in our Cherches, And 
it is no leſs evident, That the. Homilies, and the Doctrine contained in them, 
ate doth approved, received, and eſtabliſhed by the Supreme Authority of our 
Chua ch and State, Canons of Convocation, and Acts of Parliament, Which 
might be here recited, were not what has been al. eady ſubmitted to the Rea- 
der's peruſal of ſufficient Authority to juſti ſie the Judge of the Biſhops Court. 
for the Orders he gave to take down the Altar-picce in Whire-Chape!, which 
was there . as a Diſhonour and Affront to Religion in general, than 
any particular Perſon aimd at by it. |
